He showed that Saskatchewan

whole picture.

OAKLAND, Cal., Dec. 14.—The 
death rate in tuberculosis has been 
reduced nearly 75 per cent but the 
annual mortality is still 55 per 
100,000 persons, Dr. Obert A. 
Peers. medical director of the Col- 
fax school for tuberculosis patients 
said here. 

Dr. Peers spoke before the Pa- 
cific coast section of the American 
Student Health

“This mor- 
tality rate is 
greater than it 
should be, with 
our present 
knowledge of methods of control,” 
he said. “We should fee! this fig- 
ure a disgrace rather than cause 
for elation.” 

Dr. Peers said the reduction of 
75 per cent was very gratifying to 
medical men 
SLOW TO LEARN FACTS 


Three things must be known to 
control any disease, Dr. Peers 
said. They are: the cause, manner 
in which it is spread, and who has 
the disease. 

“For a number of decades fol- 
lowing the discovery of the tuber- 
cle bacillus there was no scientific 
method to determine exactly who 
had the disease,” he said. 

“It is not the advanced case 
which is the dangerous source of 
“Such a 
person is recognized and placed 
under control.” 

Dr. Peers pointed out that per- 
Sons responsible for the spread of 
the disease are of three types— 
the person infected but unrecog- 
nized as a carrier; the missed 
case; and the carrier who is not 
directly infected. 

X-RAY DETECTS ALL TYPES

discover all type and stages of

So far as is known by Dr. L. D. 
Livingstone, medical officer of the 
Eastern Arctic patrol and one of 
the best informed doctors on health 
of Eskimos, having spent several 
winters in the Arctic, this is the 
fest occasion a native has been 
known definitely to have cancer, 


EXAMINED 700 

Eech year doctors on the east- 
ern Arctic expedition examine 
hundreds of natives. This year 
they examined 700. Never before 
have these examinations revealed 
cancer. 

This year Dr C, Stuart McEuen 
of Royal Victoria Hospital, Mont- 
real, a specialist on cancer, ex- 
amined three Eskimos at Lake 
Harbour. They were transferred to 
hospital at Pangntrtung, on the east 
coast of Baffin Islend where Dr. 
T. J. Orford, assisted by Dr. Me- 
Euen removed g@ growth from one 
of the natives, specimens from 
which were brought back to Mont- 
Teal by Mr. McEuen. 

DISEASE Is RARE 

The pathological institute of the 
Royal Victoria Hospital has report- 
ed to the department the native had 
cancer. However, the opinion of 
officials here is that the disease is 
very rare among Eskimos. 

Many scientists have gone into 
the Arctic in the belief the Eskimos 
never contracted cancer, and there- 
fore something in their diet—almost 
entirely of meat and fish—or man- 
ner of living made them immune 
It was fisw@et if the secret of thei: 
immunity could be discovered, it 
would be of great assistance in 
fighting the disease,

ADDRESSED TO LIBERALS 

A week ago it was my privilege 
to speak to the people of Alberta 
generally, respecting some recent 
political events and developments 
in the province, It has been most 
gratifying to receive messages of 
appreciation of the address, from 
large numbers of those who heard 
it, particularly in the rural dis- 
tricts. We have appreciated too re- 
ceiving letters from some who have 
been critical; frank criticism is al- 
ways welcome. My address this 
evening is directed especially to the 
Liberals of Alberta. 

You Liberals named me the pro- 
vineial leader of your party last 
June. Since then you have no 
doubt wondered many times what 
has been taking place. You have 
seen little of me; you have heard 
from me seldom. Contacts have 
been made with six constituency 
executives only in six months 

You have heard from the press 
or by rumor of negotiations with 
other political interests; you have 
been left completely alone. Many 
of you have no doubt wondered 
whether all that has transpired has 
been in the interest of your organ- 
ization. 

My purpose tonight is to corre- 
late definitely what has been donc 
since June last with the broader 
principles underlying your party, in 
an endeavor to show that while we 
may not always have been working 
for the Liberal party we have been 
working in the interest of the 
principles on which it is founded 


PURPOSE OF PARTY 

A political party, divested of all 
but essentials, is organized only to 
further a set of principles. The 
Social Credit party was organized 
to further the principles of social 
credit and the payment of credit 
dividends. As long as a party con- 
tinue’ to further its principles it 
fulfills the purpose of its organiza- 
tion, and should live and develop; 
when it ceases to do so the purpose 
is gone and it should die 


Much of the condemnation 
parties and partyism in Alberta to- 
day is due to parties losing sight at 
some time in their history of their 
principles, and becoming an instru- 
ment for the furtherance of 
principles but of individuals, and 
for the distribution of patr 
We are determined to further a@ set 
of principles in Alberta. 


WHY CO-OPERATION 

The brief method of relating the 
principles of Liberalism to the many 
incidents, interviews, and discus- 
sions which have taken place is no 
doubt to relate it to the final out- 
come of them. Such outcome wa 
the offer of co-operation, reiterated 
a week ago from this station, to 
other political groups. 

You ask me, first, why that 
offer of co-operation at all. The 
answer is that the great majority 
of the members of these other 
groups believe in many of the 
same principles as we do. 

Alberta is a province of political 
contradictions; the greatest contra- 
diction is that while in no place i! 
Canada do we find such a hue and 
cry against parties yet we have 
more parties than any other pro- 
vince, The result is distracting con- 
fusion. 

We have overlooked the fact that 
you never reduce partics or par 
ism by forming new parties; 
only pyramid the confusion, Event- 
ually people must get back to agree- 
ment on principles; then partic 
and partyism decrease. 

We, therefore, offered complete 
co-operation to other political 
groups because we believed sin- 
cerely the rank and file of thei!

as we do, 


BASIS OF CO-OPERATION 

The plan of co-operation offered 
was based on three points, two re- 
lating to the mechanics of it before 
an election and one relating to the

SHARP DISAGREEMENT 

On this question of policies there 
has been sharp disagreement in | 
discussions we have had recently | 
with members of other organiza- 
tions. Speakers at meetings have 
carefully avoided it; they have 
limited their address to criticisms 
of the present government; we 
have discussed policies and have 
been mildly reprimanded for it. But 
Liberalism does not limit itself to 
the bare defeat of any government; 
a negative objective is not enough. 

Agreement on co-operation (call 
{i unity, if you wish) to defeat a 
government in power Js not a new 
thing, or a difficult thing to obtain. 
One remembers quite well before 
the last election there were four 
groups in the legislature opposed 
to the U.F.A. government—Con- 
servatives, Independents, Labor and 
Liberals. 

One remembers too that one 
party leader was a firm advocate 
of unity among those forces to de- 
feat the U.F.A. government, just as 
he is a firm advocate of uniting | 
with the U.F.A. forces today to de- 
feat the Social Credit government. 


DEFEAT NOT ENOUGH 

It is the easiest thing in the | 
world to agree on unity to defeat a 
government; but the principles of 
our very existence do not permit | 
us to limit our vision to that point. 
Albertans ask for policies. They 
are quite right in asking for them. 
Imagine the confusion which would 
exist if four or five different groups 
without policy won an election just 
on the one thought of defeating the 
government now in power. | 

Saskatchewan had an exper- 
ience of that kind in 1930 and 
by the time the government 
elected was defeated in 1934, the 
provincial debt had _ increased 
many millions of dollars. To 
what policies, then, are we asking 
co-operating groups to give gen- 
eral agreement? Let me enum- 
erate just a few of the most im- 
portant, 


1—Agreement is desired on the 
development and conservation of 
Province’s resources for the} 
benefit of the greatest number of 
our people.

3—Agreement is desired on re- 
vision of the basis of taxation so | 
that taxes have a more definite re- 
jation to income, so that property, 
the home and the farm, doesn't 
bear the full shock of the present 
unbearable load of social service, 

4—Agreement is desired on pol- 
icles of adjusting debts, debis 
which were accumulated on stan- 
dards of production and of price of 
years ago, standards long since 
gone, We believe adjustments can 
be made in the light of present 
standards which will be fair to both | 
debtor and creditor, We feel that 
adjustments must not be arbitrery 
but must be made with the guiding 
principle of the Liberalism of tol- 
erance, good will and fair play. 

f--Agreement is desired on the 
methods of lowering Government 
costs.

MUSSOLINI SLINKS OUT 


Mussolini has taken Italy out of the League | 


of Nations. He should have done it long ago. 
He only refrained that he might create con- 


fusion in the councils at Geneva and hamper | 


action in keeping with the ideals and purposes 
of the League. With these Il Duce has no sym- 
pathy. He has flouted them, and insulted the 
other member-nations, where they ran counteg 
to his aims of conquest. He has made Italy a 
partner in the “triangle of threat” that stands 
as the active menace to world peace. 


The departure of Italy is to be regretted on | 


the ground that every defection from the League 
is a loss to world security. But that departure 


took place when an unprovoked war of conquest | 


was launched upon Abyssinia. The baleony 
speech on Saturday was only Mussolini's formal 
admission that he has 
League members into giving their blessing to his 
perfidy. The announcement should be hailed 
at Geneva as a tribute to its fidelity, and as re- 
lieving the League of embarrassment.

Japan's airmen in the Nanking area sank 
three United States vessels, including a gunboat, 
over the week-end, fired on a British gunboat, 
killed one United States seaman and a British 
sailor, wounding and drowning an 
number on the various ships. Japanese a 
ties expressed regret at the sinking of the 5. 
gunboat and said it was a “mistake” the British 
gunboat had been fired on. No suggestions are 
made that the attacks were deliberate; they may 
have resulted from the cr¢ condition of 
the Yang Tse, which apparently is filled with 
ships of many nations. That the airmen could 
infallibly pick out Chinese vessels, and hit no 
others, is hardly to be supposed

But the point is that Japanese airmen have | 


no business dropping bombs on any ship, place 
or person in China. Japan is not admittedly at 
war with China. It has avoided declaring hos- 
tilities; @ thin concession to its pledge to not 
make war an “instrument of national policy.” 
It has mo more recognized right to risk or en- 
danger the lives of Britis or 
citizens there than the airmen of these countries 
would have to endanger the lives of Japanese 
by showering bombs on Shanghai or any other 
Chinese centre.

Transfer of settlers from Saskatchewan 
drought areas to the northern part of that prov- 
ince has stopped because all suitable land avail- 
able for homesteading has been taken up.

Where are those vast vacant spaces into 
which it is being said Canada should immediately 
undertake to transplant ten millions, or even 
twenty millions, of people to be drawn from 
Great Britain and continental Europe by an 
aggressive immigration policy? There is of 
course room for thousands of new settlers in 
the Peace River area, and no one can set the 
northern limit to which profitable agriculture 
may be found possible in the long future. But 
the vacant Peace River lands will be mainly re- 
quired to accommodate the remaining dry belt 
farmers who will have to be moved from their 
present locations. As for great unoccupied areas 
of suitable farming land in which to place mil- 
lions of new-comers from overseas, they simply 
do not exist. 

Canada’s population will grow, and in time 
double or treble, as development of its resources 
creates opportunities for more people to earn a 
livelihood. But the days of bulk immigration 
and wholesale settlement by people from the 
old lands have gone. Re-location of our present 
population and readjustment of economic condi- 
tions, are the problems of the present day.

JAPAN'S ECONOMIC POSITION 


Great quantities of Japanese propaganda 
literature are reaching newspaper offices. 
Much space is devoted to assertions that Japan 
is in a sound economical position, financially 
able to carry on war with China for years and 
not at all alarmed at the possibilty that the 
Chinese may continue their resistance indefin- 
itely. It is suggested that the longer the Chinese 
government fights, the better it will be for Japan. 

In these matters the Tokio government pro- 
tests too much. The reason for devoting leaflets 
and whole booklets to the argument ahat it is 
able to wage war for years is that it knows that 
China expects to involve Japan in economic ruin 
by prolonging her opposition. Nothing would 
please Japan better than to have the Chinese 
armies stand their ground until they were over- 
whelmed by superior military. But Chiang Kai- 
chek is determined to avoid a decision and to fall 
back on guerilla warfare. 

The Sino-Japanese war of 1894 lasted about 
eight months and cost 200 million yen. Sixty 
per cent of that amount was met by public bor- 
rowings and no increase in taxation was re- 
quired. The Russo-Japanese war of 1894 lasted 
for sixteen months and cost two billion yen. 
Ten per cent of the cost was met by increased 
taxation and 70 per cent by means of bonds and 
loans. More than a billion yen were borrowed 
abroad. Japan cannot borrow from other coun- 
tries today. Some 480 million yen were ob- 
tained by selling bonds at home and it is es- 
timated that Japan easily could absorb eight 
times as many bonds today owing to her greatly 
increased wealth. Tokio does not mention the 
fact that when the fighting started her financial 
houses already were overloaded with deficit 
bonds that they were induced to buy to meet ex- 
cessive expenditures on armaments.—Toronto 
Star. 


IS U.S. ABANDONING ISOLATION? 


In a recent edition The New York Times pub- 
lished an editorial calling upon the United States 
to abandon its aloofness from world affairs and 
to join with the other democratic nations to face 
the challenge to democracy today. It urged that 
Washington should co-operate heartily in every 
way, commercially and politically, to halt the 
aggression of non-democratic countries. 

Undoubtedly The Times expressed an opinion 
which is widely held in the United States and 
which is growing steagily. It is becoming real- 
ized more and more that isolation is impossible 
and that if another major war breaks out the 
United States will be involved. There will be 
no way of avoiding it. 

It is safe to say that the administration has 
long realized that America will be unable to 
avoid participation in such a conflict or that, 
even should it succeed in staying out and the 
dictator countries were successful, the Americas 
would be the next objective of aggression. In- 
deed on one occasion the President is reported to 
have frankly told a peace delegation to the White 
House that the ambitions of dictators would 
quickly lead them to this side of the Atlantic, for 
South America is one of the few rich unexploited 
parts of the world. 

But there has been a strong isolationist senti- 
ment in the United States ever since depression 
came upon the world. This group has believed 
that war abroad is inevitable and that the thing 
for America to do is to crawl into its shell and let 
the storm pass. The opposing view has been that 
it is impossible to maintain isolation, that any 
prolonged attempt at it will force a revision of 
America’s economie and political set-up that 
would be as bad as war and that even if that 
were done America would be the final object of 
attack. The anti-isolationists have contended 
that American safety lay in preventing war by 
adding its weight to the forces working for peace. 

The Times points out that the isolationist 
policy at Washington, whether or not it was 
forced on a reluctant administration, has been a 


‘large influence towards increasing the aggres- 


siveness of the dictator countries. The policy 
has created a world impression that no matter 
t happens the United States wil] not inter- 
, that any aggression will be allowed to 

ss, even aggression against U.S. nationals and 
property. The Times indicates it has no illu- 
sions about the aims of these three countries, or 
their dictators or governments, to establish new 
world empires and achieve world domination. 

Says the Times: 

“Our statesmen and leaders of public 
thought could aid peace mightily if, losing fear 
of the blind peace groups and gaining confidence 
that plain common sense and self-interest can be 
trusted, they engage in public exchanges to put 
the enemies of peace on notice that the great 
democracies are aware of what is planned and 
will stand together against it. The sure shadow 
of economic starvation on spendthrift govern- 
ments which cannot wage war unless we supply 
them, and deny supplies to their victims, can be 
made sufficiently effectivesas a deterrent with- 
out resort to the substance of sanctions or war.” 

One of the curious results of the publication 
of this editorial hes been an outburst of denun- 
ciation in the German press, a denunciation 
directed at the Washington Government for per- 
mitting such things to be said. The outburst 
will not influence Washington, of course, but it 
will have the effect of influencing American 
public opinion towards accepting The Times’ 
editorial as a correct stating of the case,—Saska-

The permanent relief of bronchial asthma 
depends upon: 1. The development of a strong 
diaphragm which allows the patient to inhale 
and exhale with perfect freedom of movement. 
2. The avoidance of those foods which cause 
excessive gas in the stomach and intestines. In 
avoiding these gas-forming foods, the chief ones 
to be omitted are starches, sugars, onions, gar- 
lic, cooked cabbage, and cooked dried beans. 
Such foods must be completely eliminated at 
the start of the treatment and starch and sugar 
are to be added in moderation only after re- 
covery is well under way. 3. The observance of 
rule 2 will be helpful in automatically cutting 
down on the excessive secretion of mucus in the 
bronchial tubes. 


When the patient corrects the weakness of 
the diaphragm, the tendency towards excessive 
gas, and the tendency toward an excessive secre- 
tion of mucus, he has overcome the chief causes 
of his attacks and will then remain perfectly 
free from further attacks even though such at- 
tacks may have been present for several years 
before the treatment was started. 


Once the main causes as I have outlined them 
are fully developed, the mucous membrane of 
the bronchial tubes becomes sensitive and cer- 
tain substances may prove irritating. However, 
I consider that the exaggerated reaction to such 
substances is only a contributing or secondary 
cause. Sensitiveness to such materials starts 
the attack once the bronchi are congested and 
easily irritated. 

None of these substances will cause asthma 
unless the main causes are present and when 
the basic causes are corrected, the patient will 
remain unaffected by the substances previously 
capable of exciting the attack. 


T have yet to find a method approaching the 
fasting and dieting method of treatment, in the 
satisfactory relief of bronchial asthma. The 
fast will usually take away the wheezing within 
the first 24 hours, so that the patient is able to 
sleep the night through; although in some cases, 
48 hours will be required. It is hard to believe 
that so immediate a help may come from so 
simple a treatment, unless one has actually 
watched it work. 

Patients who have been experiencing attacks 
for several years seem to recover as rapidly as 
those in whom the disorder is beginning and the 
improvement during, the fast is rapid enough so 
that even those patients who had given up hope, 
are convinced of the efficacy of the treatment, 
and begin to look forward to the enjoyment of 
many future years when they will be completely 
free from asthma 

Probably the reason the old cases respond 
as quickly as the mild ones is because the patients 
are willing to follow instructions to the letter, 
considering that the relief experienced more 
than makes up for the need of doing without a 
few meals while fasting. 

The best advice I may give those now suf- 
fering from asthma is to try the short fast, to 
restrict the use of starches in the diet, and to 
avoid foods which are likely to cause gas.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION: Mrs. Laura H. writes: “I experi- 
ence a feeling of suffocation after talking for any 
length of time. My breath gets short and I am 
conscious that my’ chest does not feel right. I 
believe I have nasal catarrh—would this be 
enough to produce a sensation of suffocation?” 

ANSWER: Nasal catarrh is not likely to pro- 
duce suffocation. The most possible causes are 
weakness of the diaphragm and poor habits of 
breathing.*‘ Probably you do not breathe cor- 
rectly and this is the reason that you become 
short of breath. If you will take special breath- 
ing exercises to develop a better diaphragm you 
should be helped. Sometimes, the same symp- 
toms you describe occur in the nervous patient, 
but here, again, the fault lies with a poor use 
of the breathing apparatus. Any outdoor ex- 
ercises vigorous enough to make you breathe 
deeply will be beneficial. 

QUESTION: Mary W. inquires: “Everyone 
tells me that I do not eat enough. I suffer from 
constipation. 

ANSWER: I would suggest that you try the 
stuffing treatment for constipation. As the 
usual thing, I advise the patient to use only that 
amount of food which ig necessary, but I have 
found it is often helpful if the patient will stuff 
on certain types of food when constipation is 
present. The best foods for you to use are the 
non-starchy vegetables such ac spinach, small 
carrots, small beets, celery, etc. Such vegetables 
contain a natural bulk of roughage which will 
help to encourage better elimination. 

QUESTION—Mrs. H. N. inquires: “What are 
some of the fruit and vegetable sources of vita- 
min G? What biological function does this vita- 
min have?” 

ANSWER: Some of the fruit and vegetable 
sources of vitamin G (or B2) are: prunes, turnip 
tops, beet tops, dried peas, spinach, cabbage and 
bananas. The vitamin is also found in beef, 
malted milk and eggs; and is available in a con- 
centrated form in: concentrated yeast powder, 
and dry brewers’ yeast. Liver extract is still 
another source of vitamin G, although in this 
substance the strength of the vitamin depends 
upon the degree of concentration. Curiously 
enough, the more fat one eats, the greater be- 
comes the daily requirement of vitamin G. 
Biologically, it is necessary for the proper func- 
tioning of the digestive and intestinal tract. It 
is also essential in maintaining a normal, healthy 
skin. It also seems to improve growth, to pro- 
mote the general health, and to help the body 
in using iron and protein. A mild deficiency of 
this vitamin produces digestive disturbances, a 
feeling of weakness, and appears to interfere 
with the growth process in children. A severe 
deficiency induces the disease known as Pellagra 
and may also cause loss of hair, ulceratiop of the 
tongue, cataract, and loss in weight. In my 
opinion, it is probably true that those reporting 
a gain in vigor after using yeast have benefited 
through providing the body with the vitamin G 
previously not supplied because of the diet being 
faulty. When a well-balanced diet is used, in- 
cluding a wide variety of foods, the body is 
usually supplied with enough of this vitamin. 
When the diet is extremely limited, or poorly 
selected, then either a mild or severe deficiency 
May owcur,

A Day in Canadian History

While William Lyon Mackenzie 
was busy with his republic on Navy 
Island, the rebels in Lower Canada 
were preparing for their last stand 
in arms against the crown forces. 
On Dec. 14, 1837, there took place 
the battle of St. Eustache, in county 
of Two Mountains, which had be- 
come the critical point of the up- 
rising. Sir John Colborne, having 
failed in attempts at conciliation, 
sent an armed force to St. Eustache. 
The leader of the patriots there 
was Dr. Jean Olivier Chenier (for 
whose capture Colborne had offer- 
ed a reward of $2,000), but as he 
had no military knowledge he de- 
pended upsn the skill of Command- 
ant Girod; but when the day of 
battle came Girod ran “away, to 
commit suicide later, leaving Chen- 
ier, with some 200 followers, to 
meet 1,200 regular soldiers. He cone 
verted the parish church into a 
fortress, he and his compatriots 
fighting with great gallantry until 
they were forced out by flames, 
the building having been torched 
by a Loyalist. As they were emerg- 
ing, Chenier was hit by two bul- 
lets and died within a short time. 
His body was taken into a hotel, 
and in due time handed over to his 
friends. They, fearing disturbance,

PRAIRIES LACK | 
ENOUGH WATER 
FOR PROJECTS 


John Vallance Outlines 
Drouth Rehabilitation | 
Problems 


SASKATOON, Dec. 14. — Both 
physically and economically there 
were severe limits to the develop. 
ment of large scale irrigation in 
western Canada, John Vallance, 
senior officer of the Prairie Farm 
Rehabilitation Act, emphasized in 
an address to a service club here | 
Monday. | 

Mr. Vallance based his remarks) 
on surveys made under the P.F.R.A. | 
in a great triangle area running | 
roughly from Virden, Man., to! 
Lloydminster, then to Calgary and | 
south to the international border, 

1s IMPOSSIBLE 


“When anyone tells you of the 
possibilities of solving our great | 
problem by large scale irrigation, | 

| 


remember that it is physically and 
utterly impossible,’ Mr. Vallance 
said, 

For big irrigation projects, land, | 
water and money were the three 
essentials. “We have land without | 
a doubt, but we haven't got the/| 
water,” the speaker declared. There 
were only 11,000,000 acre-feet of | 
water available in the three prairie 
provinces. For effective irrigation 
land needed 18 inches of water. | 
Under the most favorable condi- | 
tions about 1,500,000 acres was all | 
that could possibly be irrigated in| 
both Saskatchewan and Alberta. 

Problems to the three provinces 
were different, in Manitoba it was 
entirely a metter of small dugouts. 
In Saskatchewan development could 
include small dams as well as dug- 
outs, while in Alberta it was pos- 
sible to have actual irrigation over 
considerable areas. 


DIVERSION CANALS 

“You never see a dam that has 
anything to do with the control of 
waters in Alberta. Diversion canals 
are all that is needed,” Mr. Val- 
lance explained. In Saskatchewan 
the water level was on an average 
of 200 to 500 feet below the land 
level. In order to have irrigation 
in this province it would be neces- 
sary to construct huge dams and 
pump the water. Such procedure 
had been found uneconomical. 

For instance, irrigation was feas- 
ible from an engineering stand- 
point in @ large area west of Suas- 
katoon, but the cost would amount 
to $78 per acre, whereas previous 
experience indicated that a charge 
of $3.50 against each acre for irri- 
gation was all the land could bear, 


BEING RECLAIMED 

Large areas of marginal and sub- 
marginal land were being reclaimed 
and turned into grazing pastures, he 
said. Work of fencing was progress- 
ng and in Saskatchewan 16 pas- 
tures had been completed varying 
in size from 6,400 to 40,000 acres. 

There were tens of thousands of 
opportunities throughout the prov- 
ince for irrigation of plots of from 
one to four acres. More than 11,000 
applications for assistance in such 
projects had already been received, 

Mr, Vallance felt it would be un- 
economical to move the people from 
prairie provinces and that great 
wealth would again come from the 
grain fields of the west, and that 
the P.F.R.A. work would add greatly 
to the stability of agricultural con- 
ditions in the west.

It has been contended that strong 
party organization will create party 
strife. That is not correct if there 
is agreement on principles. Such 
agreement is essential either before 
the election or after, and most cer- 
tainly it should be reached before. 
If agreement is not reached until 
after the election a government of 
chaos will result. 


There ts absolutely nothing to 
prevent strong political organiza- 
tions co-operating in support of a 
set of principles upon which they 
generally agree. As a matter of 
fact a composite form of strength 
is superior to a fused form; the 
strongest cable is compésed of a 
number of individual strands. 

As the Liberal thought in Alberta 
today is interpreted to me, the next 
election will be approached with 
this procedure in mind: a definite 
program of reconstruction for the 
years immediately following the 
defeat of the present government 
will be offered the people. Liberal 
men and women from one end of 
the province to the other are will-

It will be left to the full Liberal 
executive in each constituency to 
decide with which groups in that 
constituency co-operation on the 
program can be expected and how 
that co-operation can be effected. 


CONSOLIDATE STRENGTH 
Liberals are anxious to endeavor 
to consolidate strength around 
whichever group in the constitu- 
ency supporting the program has 
the best possibility of success at the 
polls. In some ridings co-operation 
may not be more than agreement on 
a single candidate; in others it may 
be agreement on more than one 
candidate and the use of the trans- 
ferable vote. Minor details of these 
matters will be arranged by the 
constituency executives. 


Any interference, or attempt to 
interfere, by some self-appointed 
urban referee-force from outside 
the constituency will be resented. 
The number of members elected 


by the Social Credit forces, if any, 
at the next election will be in 
direct proportion to the influence 
of outside organizations attempted 
in the rural constituencies. 

Further, Liberals in many con- 
stituencies are prepared to ignore 
previous party affiliations of the 
best man or woman who can be 
obtained as a candidate, as long as 
there is agreement on policies. It 
is considered absolutely necessary 
to have definite policies in mind, 
and as I stated previously at a meet- 
ing of Young Liberals in Calgary 
some time ago there will be a can- 
didate in support of such policies in 
every constituency. After the elec- 
tion a government will be formed 
from the members elected by groups 
co-operating on policies. 

In conclusion, may I repeat what 
I stated a week ago that I am pre- 
pared to convene the Liberal execu- 
tive to meet other party executives 
at any time convenient to them for 
the purpose of endeavoring to reach 
general agreement on policies.
